Your RadioShack Drive My School Bus 
is fun for children ages three and 
above. You can make it move forward, 
backward or turn in different direc- 
tions. Its brakes, engine and horn 
sound just like a real school bus!

BATTERIES 

Warning: Dispose of batteries 
promptly and properly; do not bury or 
burn them. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the 
required size and type. 

• Do not mix old and new batteries, 
different types of batteries 
(standard, alkaline or recharge- 
able), or rechargeable batteries 
of different capacities. 

• If you do not plan to play with the 
bus for several days, remove the 
batteries. Batteries can leak 
chemicals that can damage elec- 
tronic parts. 

In the Bus 

Your Drive My School Bus requires 
four AA batteries (not supplied) for 
power. For the best performance and 
longest life, we recommend 
RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to 
remove the screw in the bus' bat- 
tery compartment cover, then use 


a coin to turn the knob toward 
OPEN. Remove the cover. 



2 . Place the batteries in the com- 
partment as indicated by the 
polarity symbols (+ and -) marked 
inside. 

3. Replace the cover and tighten the 
screw. 

In the Controller 

Your bus' controller requires one 9V 
battery and two AA batteries (not 
supplied) for power. For the best per- 
formance and longest life, we recom- 
mend RadioShack alkaline batteries. 

1. Use a Phillips screwdriver to 
remove the screw in the dash- 
board controller's battery com- 
partment cover. Remove the 
cover. 
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2 . Place the batteries in the compartment 
as indicated by the polarity symbols (+ 
and -) marked inside. 

3. Replace the cover and tighten the 
screw. 

When the School Bus moves slowly or not at 
all, replace the batteries in both the con- 
troller and the bus. 

5ETTIMG THE VOLUME 

1. Remove the controller's battery com- 
partment cover. 

2 . To limit the volume to a low range, slide 
VOLUME to LO. To allow a higher vol- 
ume, slide VOLUME to HI. 

3. Replace the cover and tighten the 
screw. 

PLAYIMG WITH THE BU5 

Warning: Never play with your Radio-Con- 
trolled School Bus in the street. 

1. Push ON/OFF at the bottom of the bus 
to ON. 

2 . Turn the key on the dashboard control- 
ler to ON to start up the dashboard. 



3. Push the gear shift forward to move 
school bus forward. Pull the gear shift 
back to move bus backward. The indica- 
tor on the dashboard turns on. 

4. Turn the steering wheel on the dash- 
board to the left to turn the bus to the 
left, or to the right to turn the bus to 
the right. The indicator on the dash- 
board turns on. 

5. Push the turn signal lever down and 
watch the left turn indicator flash. 
Push the lever up and watch the right 
turn indicator f lash. The turn signal 
makes a ticking sound when you push it 
either way. 

Note: Your Drive My School Bus stops 
when it runs into anything, but the motor 
keeps running. When this happens, hold 
down or release the controller's power knob 
so the bus changes direction, or move it by 
hand. 

CARE 

To enjoy your Drive My School Bus for a 
long time; 

• Keep the bus dry. If it gets wet, wipe it 
dry immediately. 

• Use and store the bus only in normal 
temperature environments. 

• Handle the product gently and care- 
fully. Don't drop it. 

• Keep the bus away from dust and dirt. 

• Wipe the bus with a damp cloth occa- 
sionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the bus' inter- 
nal components can cause a malfunction and 
invalidate its warranty. If your bus is not 
performing as it should, take it to your local 
RadioShack store for assistance.
